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FOREWORD 


A register of Cattle Marks of Allen County, Ind- 
iana, found by this compiler a few years ago in 
the Allen County Recorder's Office,is a novelty 
and of surprising interest. Nineteen of the 
twenty townships in the county had cattle mark 
registrations between the years 1824 and 1878, 
There were none for Monroe Township. Early town- 
ship registrations were made in Wayne and Perry 
in 1824; Milan in 1827; Washington, 1828 and 
Marion in 1829. Entries continued intermittent- 
ly through 1877 toa period of better fenced 
areas. 


A painstaking effort has been made for accuracy 
in transcribing these records but the writing 
was often difficult to decipher. No additions 
or corrections have been made. Look for a name 
as it sounds, not as it might appear in present 
day spelling. 


The cattle ear mark illustrations were nota 
part of the origional records but have been 
added here for more interest. Ear Marks were 
easily read, harder to "work over" than brands 
and the two were often used together.Correctly, 
the right ear should be called or written first 
The ear diagrams represent the position of the 
animal's ears as it faces the observer, the ear 
on the left side of the illustration would be 
the right ear of the animal. Meanings of terms 
used and illustration ideas were obtained from 
"The Cowboy at Work," by Fay E. Ward,
